Ake native, Vitriol green, and known to 

the Philoſophers only, or for want of that,

luted Retort, increaſe the fire by degrees, till 
it produceth a reddiſh Oyl, which carefully pre- 
ſerve: the uſe of it ſhall be ſhewed hereafter. 
Then take the Capvt mortuum which is left in 


the bottom of the Veſſel, and pour upon it an 


appropriate Menſtruum , and ſet it in a cold 
place, and it will ſhoot into Cryſtals of the na- 
ture and ſavour of Vitriol.

ſet it ina cool place, and it will ſhoot forth into 
Cryſtals, pour off the flegm , and rake the Cry- 
ſtals, put them into a Glaſs, or a well glazed 
earthen Diſh, and ſet it ina Cellar or other ſuch 
like place to diſſolve, and it will be like water, 
evaporate the humidity , and you will have in 
the bottom a Powder, which mix with Sal Ar- 
moniack, and ſublime them according to Art, 
and the Sal Armoniack will - quickly rife and 
carry with it the true Soul of the Moon ; put the 
ſublimed matter into a Glaſs or well glazed Ba- 
ſon, and with diſtilled Rain-watet ler it be well 
edulicorated, and the corrolive and ſuperfluous 
ſharpneſs of the Aqua fortis and the Sal Armo- 
niack may be ſeparated. Afterwards dry the 
Powder, and put it into a Glaſs, and pour upon 
it the well rectified Spirit of the Microcoſm, then 
ſet it in a warm place for.

Veſſel being broken, take out your Salt, and 
work again as at the firſt, grinding it into fine 
Powder, £c. and let this labour be repeated the 
ſecond and third time, and then it is truly pre- 
pared, 

But ſome of the more curious Spagyriſts add 
to ſeven or ten parts of this Salt, one part of the 
Calx of the Sun or Moon well prepared ; and 
being well mixed together , they grind them in- 
to a fine Powder upon a Marble, and after by 
the benefit of fire, as Artiſts well know how, 
they fix and unite them : and being ſo prepared, 
they preſerve it as a part of their Treaſure,

of two ounces of freſh Spirit of Sal Nitre, and 
as before draw it off; take out the white Powder 
again, and powder it finely, and put it in again
